Dr. Morton R. Shaw, W4MJN, 
advanced class. 


Morton Shaw, born in Chicago, 
reared and educated in Baltimore, 
decided seven years ago Raleigh was 
the place he really wanted to live. 

Making that decision meant leaving 
Corning Glass, the firm with which he 
had spent most of his professional 
career. He had come to Raleigh eight 
years earlier with Corning. During 
those eight years, he and wife Ruth 
decided Raleigh "was a pretty nice 
place to be.” 

When Corning said it was time to 
transfer to another post, the Shaws 
nad to make a choice between leaving 
Raleigh and leaving Corning. 

Raleigh won. Morton obtained a 
job at N. C. State University where 
he is now a professor in the School 
of Textiles and assistant dean for 
research. 

Morton holds a bachelor of engi- 
neering degree and a doctorate in 
electical engineering, both from 
Johns Hopkins University of Baltimore. 
He received the doctorate in 1940, 
four years after his received his 
bachelecr geszrec:. 

Morton said he received his first 
amateur license in the early 1930's. 
His hamming activities included work- 
ing all continents with a DeForest 
210 tube transmitter. "It was reputed 
to permit an input of 7 1/2 watts," 
he said. "Heaven knows what the out- 
put was. That was in the days of 
single tube oscillators." 

Morton said he became inactive 
in hamming for about 25 years. He kept 
his license active, however, and three 
years ago became "reinvilved." He 
joined RAS at the same time. 

His rig is a Galaxy 550-A. His 
current primary interest is low power 
operation. 

Recalling his professional career 
with Corning, "I came along just- 
about the time commercial television 
was getting started," he said. 
"Corning became the major producer 
of the glass picture tube envelope. 

I was very involved with that and 


saw the whole thing develop in black 
and white television. When color 
television came along, I went through 
it ‘all over again." 

Having gone through two develop- 
ment eras in television, what's next? 
"I think there is a market for picture 
on the wall TV," Morton said. 

The Shaws like to travel, pri- 
marily in Europe. Last summer they 
visited Guernsey, one of the channel 
islands between England and France. 
They met some amateur operators on 
Guernsey and established friendships. 
Leaving Guernsey, they were on their 
way to France aboard a ferry when 
"T happened to look up on a hill and 
saw a tri-band antenna," he said. 
"We followed that up and spent sever- 
al hours witn a French ham. He 
couldn't speak English and we couldn't 
speak French well, but we carried on 
a conversation, nonetheless. 

"When you're overseas, it's nice 
to meet the folks who live there," 
Morton said. "We use amateur radio 
as an entree." 

Among ot..er interests are photog- 
raphy, painting (acrylic and oil), 
and sport cars. "I'm interested in 
sport cars in general," he said. 
"What we have in the family are two 
vintage MG's, a 1954 MG-TF and a 
1947 MG-TC." 

He alternates keeping them licensed 
and drives the licensed one to work. 
"TI think those kinds of cars should 
be driven," he said. "They are also 
very economical on gas." 

The Shaws have two grown children 
living elsewhere.
